Study uncovers cultural values of ‘One Happy Island'

Branded as the *Dne Happy 
Island', Aruba IS a renowned 
tounsm destination, famous 
for it^s sun, sand and sea. 
Every year thousands of 
tounsts visit and return to our 
'one happy island’ to enjoy 
it’s unique flavor When 
asked why they visit, tourist 
readily indicate the nchness 
of our natural and social en- 
viromnent which often times 
translates into a feeling of 
welcome, warmtli, friendli¬ 
ness, hospitality rest and re¬ 
laxation. 

While the concept of "One 
Happy Island' has been 
around for some generations 
now, very little is known or 
understood about the exact 
nature of this happy-go-lucky 
island "where happiness 
lives....', to paraphrase yet 
another slogan. To under¬ 
stand the intricate and im¬ 
plicit (untangible) nature of 
tlie 'One Happy Island', we 
need to sluft our attention and 
focus from tourism and 
tourists towards the Aruban 
community, which has been 
and remains the pillar of 
Aruba's success as a tounsm 
destination (all other factors 
being equal). 

Whereas the question 
'who is an Aruban?’ (in Papi- 
amento Ken ta Arubiano?) 
may no longer be as relevant 
as fifty years ago, given the 
multi- and cross-cultural na¬ 
ture and development of our 
small island society, the an¬ 
swer to what makes Aruba 
one happy island still remains 
fuzzy More specifically, 
what (societal) norms, values, 
beliefr lie at the bottom of 
tins 'cultural ocean' that gen¬ 
erate this feeling of welcome, 
waimth, friendliness, hospi¬ 


tality, rest and relaxation"? 

To answer this question. 
Prof Dr. Ryan R Peterson 
with the assistance of stu¬ 
dents at the Faculty of Hospi¬ 
tality and Tourism 
Management (University of 
Aruba), conducted an in- 
depth and extensive survey of 
tlie Aruban community’; in an 
attempt to uncover tlie norms, 
values and beliefs that gener¬ 
ate (almost instinctively) tins 
'one happy island'. Based on 
an empirical examination of 
over thirty distinct values 
aero ss the Arab an p op ul aU on, 
the study revealed file exis¬ 
tent of at least four distinct 
clusters of values, in which 
two cultural values are pre¬ 
dominantly responsible for 
explaining why Aruba is' one 
happy island’. 

Not surprising, the first 
dominant cultural value was 
identified as' coiiimuintanan- 
lEiii', in which a sense of har¬ 
mony and humanity are 
essential values for well over 
seventy pro cent of the 
Aruban community. Social 
justice, equality for everyone, 
and respect are fundamental 
factors in this socially-on- 
ented value belief system. 


ity, warmt and friendliness. 
Moreover, it also explains the 
notion of benevolence, par¬ 
ticularly when it applies to 
inn er circl e s, known in i si and 
terms as "j&iends and family', 
wluch IS characteristic of 
small (er) co mmunities. 

So what then of file 
"happy-go-lucky’ nature of 
Aruba? When asked, more 
tlian half of file Aruban com¬ 
munity reported a feeling or 
emotion of happiness (or sub¬ 
jective state-of-miiid of being 
happy). In teniis of values, 
the second donuiiant cultural 
value was desenbed as "he¬ 
donism’ 

Wlule often associated 
with some sort of negative ac¬ 
tion, hedonism derives its 
Greek philosoplucal meaning 
from the word delight, pleas¬ 
ure and sensuous gratification 
of oneself. Tlius, enjoymg life 
and self-indulgence are pri¬ 
mary belief systems m hedo¬ 
nism, which translate into the 
need for expenenemg festiv¬ 
ity and sensuous enjoyment 
(winch oftentimes result in 
open gestures, genuine smiles 
and social flirtations). 

The colloquial A^iha ex¬ 
pression of'hving a good life' 


(In Pap 1 amenta: bib a dushi) 
or the regular festive ^^arties, 
cam aval, musical/arlistic 
events, etc.) activities that 
Aruba hosts every week 
(year-round) are exemplary of 
the he do ni sti c value s un derly- 
ing 'happy’ in one happy is¬ 
land. Tounsts visiting and 
returning to the island often¬ 
times are engaged or at least 
passive observers of tliese 
festivities which translates 
into tlie 'happy' expenence. 

What may seem as some¬ 
what of a contradiction in 
tsnns, Aruba’s values are typ¬ 
ical of'hedomslic communi- 
tananism’, or more simply, a 
happy commiuiity fiiatis con¬ 
tinuously dynamically evolv¬ 
ing, which has always been 
part of its cultural hentage 
and 111 story and most likely 
part of its unique appeal to 
visitors and tounsts, beyond 
the sun, sand and sea. 

Nevertheless, as the island 
turns towards its future devel¬ 
opment in teniis of sustain¬ 
ability, Aruba will have to 
re-mvigorate its passion and 
pleasure for life, especially 


for future generations. Fun- 
dam eiital to a sustainable 
happy community are healtli 
and productivity. Without 
these basic assets, quality of 
life declines, which more 
than sixty five pro cent of the 
Aruban community regard as 
essential. 

In addition, a happy com¬ 
munity IS unsustainable if 
natural environments are not 
preserved and conserved, and 
if interestingly enough, (old) 
inner circles are not stretched 
and 'bridged’ to include new 
blood and bold ideas and per¬ 
sonalities (entrepreneurs). Ajs 
the new saying goes: if you 
do what you always did, you 
won't get what you also got. 

In more colloquial terms, 
and to conclude with a final 
Aruban saying: a great place 
to live is a great place to visit 
(in Papiamento: ""Un Aruba 
dushi pa biba ta un Aruba 
dushi p a bi sin ta’'). If Arub a i s 
to remain a great place to 
visit, fiien it will need to re¬ 
main a great place to live, 
today and especially tomor¬ 
row. ..

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 

Til ere's nothing slippery 
about Elif Bilgin's idea of 
using banana peels as a sub¬ 
stitute for old-sellDol petro¬ 
leum-based plastics^ 

The Id-year-old student 
from Istanbul spent two years 
perfecting a way to make a 
bioplastic out of discarded 
banana peels tliat could, in 
turn, be used for the electneal 
msulabon of cables. 

On Thursday, her efforts 
paid off when Scieiiti&c 
Aniencan named her the 
winner of its $50,ODD Sci¬ 
ence ill Action prize, a step¬ 
ping stone to the Google 
Science Fair for young in¬ 
ventors 111 California tlus 
September. 

In her researdi, Bilgiii -- 
who says "science is my call- 
mg' -- determined tliat if 
starch and cellulose from 
such food waste as mango 
skins can be used to make 
bioplasUcE, then b anana peels 
ou^tto do the tnck, too. 

For me, tins means tliat 
my project actually has a 
potentid to be a solution to 
the increasing pollution 
problem caused by petro¬ 
leum-based plastic," said 
Bilgm, who counts Nobel 
laureate Mane Cune among 
her heroes. 

"It also means that I have 
started the process of 
changing the world, which 
makes me feel like a winner 
already,' she added in an in¬ 
terview on the Scientifrc 
American's website, scien¬ 
tific am eri c an. c om.

Caribbean region and is cur¬ 
rently director of the Energy, 
Environment and Climate 
Change Depaitment at the 
African Development Bank. 

'Hela's financial expeitise, 
coupled with her dnve and en¬ 
thusiasm, will help establish the 
Fund as an effective and 'Credi¬ 
ble funding facility to tacMe 
climate diange in tlie develop¬ 
ing world," Zalieer Fakir, tlie 
board's co-chairman, said.

him in a hotel. 

At the start of that tliree- 
hour session, their second in 
less than 24 hours, the two 
men shook hands and Kerry 
joked "so soon". 

Kerry also met Friday 
with Israel's nearly 90-year- 
old president, Shimon Peres, 
who praised the US secretary 
of state's dedication to the 
peace process.

Nnnzio Scarano, brown as 
"monsignor” in recognition of 
Ins senionty at tire Holy See, is 
accused of fraud and connption 
for plotting to illegally fly 2Q 
million euros ($2d million) in 
caslrmto Italy from Switzeilaird. 

The 61-year-old was ar¬ 
rested along with a former 
member of the secret service 
and a financial broker after an 
investigation into tlie Institute 
for Works of Religion (10P^) - 
- as the Vatican bank IS knowtr 
--raised suspicions he was in¬ 
volved in money laundering. 

Rome prosecutor Nello 
Rossi said the money belonged 
to brothel's Paolo, Cesare, aird 
Maun SI 0 D'Amico,, who own a 
fleet of oil tankers, and was the 
"firuit of tax evasion". 

Broker Giovanm Carensio:, 
who IS also under investigation 
in tire Canary Islands for fraud 
according to media reports, 
was safeguarding the money 
and was loobug for a way to 
smuggle it into Italy 

Former agent Giovanm 
Maria Zilo was tasked with 
bringing the cash in on a pri¬ 
vate jet to avoid tax and cus¬ 
toms controls, but tire deal fell 
througli when the three men 
argued, Rossi said. 

Tire j et was supposed to take 
the 20 million euros to Rome 
airport from where it would 
he collected andtrairspoitedto 
Scarauo's house under aimed 
guard, but the pi air was 
aborted. 

Zito was in any case paid 
400,000 euros fi'onr Scarauo's 
bank accoiuit R.ossi said. 

Mobile telephones used by 
the tlrree were later burned in 
a bid to destroy evidence, he 
added.

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Oily fish helps fight 
breast cancer 



PARIS (AFP) - Eating a por¬ 
tion of tuna, salmon, sardines 
or Dtlier oily fish, once or twice 
a week reduces the risk of 
breast cancer, according to a 
review published by the 
British Medical Journal (BMJ) 

P^.esearchers based iii China 
looked at 26 previously pub¬ 
lished studies covering more 
than SOD,DQO volunteers in the 
United States, Europe and 
Asia whose health was mom- 
tored and who gave details 
about their eating habits. 

Oily fish is rich in so-called 
n-3 polyunsaturated fatty 
acids, or n-3 PUFAs, wliich 
ai'e involved in the immune 
system, blood-vessel activity 
and chemical messaging in the 
brain. 

The group of n-3 PUFAs has 
four members, known by thar 
initials of EPA, DPA and 
DHA wliich are mainly found 
in oily fisR and ALA, wliichis 


chiefly found in nuts, seeds 
and leafy vegetables 

The analysis showed that 
women with a lugh intake of 
n-3 PUFAs had a 14-percent 
re duch on in n sk o f bre ast c an- 
cer compared with those who 
had a low intake. 

But the protective effect 
came only for fatty acids that 
come clue fly firom fish, and 
not for ALA acids. 

Tliose who showed tlie mo st 
benefit were women in Asia, 
whose diet was ncher m fish 
than in Europe and America 

In stahstical terms, eveiy 
Q.l-gramme increase in fish 
fatty acids per day was hiiked 
to a five-percent reduction m 
breast cancer risk. 

As a gmde for daily living, 
this means one or two portions 
of oily fish per person per 
week. 

The disease accounted for 
23 percent of total cancer 
cases among women and 14 
percent of cancer deaths m 
2DOS, according to figures m 
the study. 

Genetic heritage also plays a 
role in breast cancer, most no¬ 
toriously in valiants in the 
BRCAf and BRCA2 genes, 
although how tins interacts or 
not witil food, lifestyle and en¬ 
vironmental factors IS unclear. 


HIV, syphilis 
rise among 
gay men in 
Bangkok 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Cases of HIV and syplulis 
among gay men in Bangkok 
are on the rise, according to 
data released by US and Tliai 
health aufiionties on Friday. 

Sypliilis cases among gay 
men more than doubled firom 
five percent in 2005 to 12 5 
percent m 2011, said the re¬ 
port m the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention's 
Morbidity and Mortality 
Weekly Report 

Meanwhile, the annual 
prevalence of HIV also rose 
"significantly," from 24 5 per¬ 
cent in 2005 to 29 4 percent m 
2011 among men who have 
sex with men (MSM), it said. 

The data came from the 
Shorn Commumty Clime, lo¬ 
cated in a central Bangkok 
hospital and near entertain¬ 
ment venues for gay men. 

The clinic was founded in 
2005 by a joint collaboratiou 
between the Thailand Min¬ 
istry of Riblic Healtli and the 
US CDC, offenng free and 
confidential tests in an envi¬ 
ronment "receptive to the 
health and concerns of the 
MSM commumty" 

When tlie team first began 
collecting data about HIV m- 
feefions m gay men in 
Bangkok in 2003, the HIV 
prevalence was 17 percent. 

By 2005 tlie HIV preva¬ 
lence m that group had risen 
to 2S percent, and now it is 
ai'Dund 30 percent, said hie re¬ 
port. 

Reseai'cliers also cautioned 
that patients who seek out 
tests and retests tend to en¬ 
gage in luglier levels of risky 
behavior such as anal sex 
without a condom, and so the 
findings may be skewed up¬ 
ward. 
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Obama takes gay 
rights cause to Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Hours after arriving on African 
soil, US President Barack 
Obama's backing of equal gay 
rights came face to face wihi 
the reality of a continent that 
lai'gely criminalises same-sex 
relationships. 

Tbe delicate subject ci'opped 
up m Senegal on Obama's first 
stop of a thi'ee-country tour 
where he told Africans that 
gays deserve equality under 
hie law. 

“ 1 want the Afii can p eopl e to 
just hear what I believe," said 
Obama, speaking m one of 
Africa's 3S states that outlaw 
homosexuahty. 

“My basic view is that re¬ 
gardless of race, regardless of 
religion, regardless of gender, 
regai'dless of sexual onenla- 
hon, when it comes to how the 
law treats you .. people should 
be treated equafly." 

His Senegalese counterpart 
Macky Sail responded that 
hiough Senegal was "very tol¬ 
erant", it was "not ready yet to 
decriminalise homosexu^ity" 

Obama's visit comes amid 
fr esh warnings on discrimina- 
hou faced by gays in Africa. 

Amnesty International 
warned tins week that homo¬ 
phobia in sub-Saharan Africa 
had reached "dangerous lev¬ 
els" wihimore countries pass¬ 


ing laws crmunalising same- 
sex relations. 

It said that in the last five 
years. South Sudan and Bu¬ 
rundi have introduced new 
laws criimnall sing same-sex 
relations, while Uganda, 
Liberia and Nigeria are push¬ 
ing bills hi at would toughen 
existing penalties. 

Even m South Africa, the 
only country hiat allows same- 
sex marriage, black lesbians 
are targeted for "corrective 
rape" by men trying to "cure" 
their homosexuality.

recent years. The group said it shipped 6.8 mtllion smarl^hones in the quarter, 13 per¬ 
cent more than in last quarter. This includes 2.7 million of its new touchscreen Z10 
and <310 with a small keyboard launched earlier this year, missing analysts' targets. 
Its stock price as a result slumped 24.5 percent to SI 0.91 In m idday trade in New York. 
BlackBerry chief executive Thorsten Heins said in a statement he planned to boost 
spending on new products and services over the next ^ree quarters. But he also 
warned of more losses coming in the second quarter before BlackBerry's fortunes get 
rosier. The company meanwhile noted that "the smartphone market remains highly 
competitive, making it difficult to estimate units, revenue and levels of profitability." 


Thailand orders 1.2 million 
tablet computers for pupils 


BANGKOK (AFP) - Thailand 
will pay $11D million to two 
films to supply 1.2 million 
tablet computers to sohools 
across the country, the Educa¬ 
tion Ministry announced Fri¬ 
day, awarding the tender for 
tlie next phase of a controver¬ 
sial schools pokey. 

The “One Tablet Per Cliild" 
scheme, pait of the govern¬ 
ment's election campaign in 
2011, has been criticised as an 
expensive gimmi'ck designed to 
boost the popularity of the iTd- 
ing patty among parents - and 
tlie next generation of voters. 

But to its supporters, the 
ambitious scheme will bridge 
tlie gap between nch and poor 
pupils by using teclmology to 
boost education standards in a 
country which measures up 
poorly compai'ed to the rest of 
Asia. 

China's Shenzhen Tito a In¬ 
telligent Control andHiai firm 
Supreme Distribution will pro¬ 
vide the tablets, tlie Education 
Ministry said in a statement, as 
the goveimment rolls out its 
plan to equip 13 million pupils 


with the handheld devices by 
the end of next year. 

“Each tablet costs between 
$d3 and $93,“ it said adding 
the Clunese firm will supply 
SQO,ODQ tablets to grade 1 
(seven to eight-years-old), 
while the local company will 
provide more than 4 25,0 DO of 
the devices to seventh graders 
(n-years-olds). 

About S50,000 Clnnese- 
made devices have already 
been disUibuted, in what tlie 
government desenhes as the 
world's largest handout of the 
devices for education. 

Wlnle other Asian nations 
fared well in the most recent 
global education survey by the 
Organisation for Economic 
Co-operation and Develop¬ 
ment in 2009, Thailand came 
around 50th out of (55 coun- 
tnes in tlie ranldugs for read¬ 
ing, matlis and science.

All engineering professor 
at Boston University, Sid- 
dhartli Raiiiachandian, found 
a way to make an optical 
fiber that can handle them 
Tlie technique is described in 
tlie US journal Science.

Fitch keeps US rating at AAA, 
outlook negative 


Tapie charged in 
latest twist of French 
corruption saga 

d eared. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Rat¬ 
ings agency Fitdi on Friday 
kept its AAA credit rahng for 
tlie Umled States on a negative 
outlook; despite improvement!] 
in Washington's fiscal picture. 

Fitch sad the country still 
mented the top-level triple-A 
rating due to its "strong eco¬ 
no niic £ind credit fundamen¬ 
tals", underpinned by tlie US 
dollar's role as the world's 
leading reserve currency. 

But tlie negative outlook -- 
winch raises tlie chance of a 
near-term downgrade -- was 
mented due to what Fitch 
called "continuing uncer¬ 
tainty" over whether the gov¬ 
ernment would act to reduce 
its debt over the mediuni and 
long teim. 

Fitch also cited neai'-term 
nsks in the looming, simulta¬ 
neous political battle over rais¬ 
ing the countiy's debt ceiling 
and passing a federal budget 

It said the US economic re¬ 
covery IS gaming traction, 
helped by deleveraging in the 
pnvate sector, a rebound in 
housmg and a slow fall in un¬ 
employment. 

The economy "remains 
more dynamic and resilient to 
shocks than its lugli-grade rat¬ 
ing peers."

At the same time, it warned, 
the country remains tire most 
heavily indebted country with 
an AAA credit grade. 

Even if public debt has been 
stabilized, it said, the high debt 
burden "still renderfs) the US 
economy and public finances 
vulnerable to adverse shocks." 

“In the absence of additional 
spending reform and revenue 
measures, deficits aiid debt 
will begin to rise agam at the 
end of the decade," Fitch said. 


LONDON, June 33, 2D13 
(AFP) - Gold tumbled tins 
week close to a three-year low 
under $ 1,300 per ounce, hit by 
receding inflation fears, upbeat 
US data, a strong dollar and 
expectations of an end to the 
Federal Preserve's quanttative 
easmg (QE) stimulus. 

Other commodities experi¬ 
enced mixed fortunes as 
traders also eyed Clnna's eas¬ 
ing liquidity cnsis and stronger 
global stock markets. 

Mai'kets have been spooked 
ever since Fed Chairman Ben 
Eemaiike last week suggested 
tliat the US central h atik could 
begin reducing its QE pro¬ 
gramme later tins year and 
wind it up completely by mi d- 
3014. 

However, in a coordinated 
effort over tlie past two days, 
several Fed officials have 
shessed that markets had over¬ 
reacted to last week's an¬ 
nouncement that it could begin 
tapeiing QE later this year 

The Fed is currently pump¬ 
ing out $35 bdlion a month 
into the US economy via bond 
purchases

PARIS (AFP) - Flamboyant 
ty coon Bernard Tapie was 
chai'ged with firaud on Friday 
m the latest twist of a French 
conuption probe threatening to 
embroil IMF chief Cirristine 
Lagarde. 

After four days of mteiToga- 
tion in custody, Tapie, 70, was 
hauled before a magistrate aird 
placed under fonrral investiga¬ 
tion on suspicion of having 
committed fraud as part of an 
oigatrised gang. 

Hre chai'ge, which allowed 
police to use special detention 
powers normally reserved for 
suspected terrorists or mafia, 
relates to a 400-million-euro 
($53 5m) state p ay out Tap i e re¬ 
ceived in 3003 when Lagai'de 
was Frsmee's finance minister. 

Lagarde was m chaise of tire 
ai‘biti'ah.Dn process that led to 
the payout and investigators 
suspect Tapie received prefer¬ 
ential treatirrent in return for 
his high-profile support for her 
boss; fonrrer President Nicolas 
Sai'kozy. 

Tapie's lawyer, Herve 
Teminre, said the ciiarges were 
completely unfounded aird 
claimed his client was confr- 
dent he would be completely 


Tapie did not appear after 
the decision. 

The payont to Tapie related 
to a dispute between tire busi¬ 
nes snrair and partly state- 
owned bank Credit Lyonnais 
over his 1993 sale of spoits- 
weai' ^oup adidas. 

Tapie claimed tlrat Credit 
Lyonnais had defi'auded him 
by inteirtiDirally undei'valuing 
adidas at the time of tire sale 
aird that tire state, as the bank's 
principal shai"eholder, should 
compensate him 

Lagarde was respousihle for 
referring tlie issue to a tlrree- 
man ai'bitration panel, winch 
ruled nr Tapie's fevour. 

Her chief of staff at the time. 
Step bane Richard, a member 
of (he panel, Pieire Estoup, 3d, 
and Jean-Francois Rocchi, 
have all been recently charged 
on the satrre count as Tapie. 

Tapie's lawyer their, Maiurce 
Lairtoume, was also hit on Fn¬ 
day with the same chai'ge. 

^e IMF chief, who inher¬ 
ited the case and tire arbiti'afion 
idea fi'om her predecessor, has 
defended her decision as the 
best solution available at the 
time.

Gold price slumps below 
$1,200 per ounce 
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No country immune from turmoil over inequality: 

World Bank's Kim 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - No 
country in the world is im¬ 
mune from unrest arising from 
poverty and inequality. World 
Bank President Jim Yong Kim 
told AFP in an exclusive inter¬ 
view 

Tire protests in Brazil, 
Turkey, aird elsewhere show 
that even govermnents who 
have made sagni Scant efforts 
already cannot let up in pro¬ 


grams to help the poor, he 
said. 

"Tlrere's no countiy in the 
world that is immune from 
having this kind of citizen's 
movement rise up to demand 
even more," he said. 

"It shows that the power of 
civil society and the power of 
citizens to rise up is unlike 
any tiring weVe seen in Instoiy. 

"We saw the Arab Spring, 


we're seemg it nr Turkey, even 
nr govennrrents tlrathave done 
so well m temis of paymg at¬ 
tention to tire needs of the 
poorest," he said. 

South Korea-bom Amen- 
can Kim, who took the lead of 
tire World Bairlc one year ago, 
has made figliting extreme 
poverty tire development insti¬ 
tution's primary goal. 

He cited the recent turmoil 
nr Brazil aird Turkey as exam¬ 
ples of why govennrrents can¬ 
not let up in their efforts to 
overcome mequality aird boost 
the living standai'ds of the 
poorest 

In Brazil, protests stalled 
over a Inke nr bus fares but 
quickly spread across the 
CQiurtry as a larger movement 
against corruption and for a 
better quality of life, with 
demonstrators cnticizing the 
billions of dollars the govern¬ 
ment IS spending to host the 
football World Cup nextyeai: 

"We have to recoginze how 


much Brazil has done for tire 
poorest" Kim told AFP on 
Urursday m the Bank's Wash¬ 
ington headquarters 

"“Brazil has done a lot but 
tlrere's stdl a lot of inequality 
left. .. Brazil really has to think 
hard about what it needs to do 
next for the next stage of eco¬ 
nomic growth." 

Kim, 53 andamedical doc¬ 
tor, amrounced eaiiiei'tins year 
an anrbitious goal to reduce 
exti'eme poverty to three per¬ 
cent or 1 ess 0 f th e worl d"s p op - 
Illation by 30 30. 

He was adairrant about set¬ 
ting such a challenge. 

"Tlrere ai’e still 1.2 billion 
people living nr the world wrtlr 
less than $1.35 a day, aird tins 
is a stain on our collective con¬ 
science," he said. 

"I think higlr expectations is 
exactly what we should have " 
For the World Bank, tins 
me airs chairging the way it 
works with botlr poor and mid¬ 


dle-income countries 

“We cannot leave anyone 
behmd. We have to tliink about 
fragile and conflict-affected 
areas like Mah and the entire 
Sahel region," he said."Tlrat 
goal is going to give us tire 
sense of ui'gen-cy that we didn't 
ha^^e before." 

Despite dre tunnoil, he said 
emerging economies have been 
very important for tire global 
economy propping up world 
growttri^nie Euiiope contracts. 

“It's importairt not to oveiTe- 
act to ups aird downs in tire 
gro’ft'tlr numbers for countries 
like Ghina and Turkey." 

For instairce, he said, 
"Turkey has done a great job in 
temiE of distnbuting tire bene¬ 
fits of economic growth over 
tire years. “ 

"Every countiy now has to 
sit back and thmk about what it 
needs to do to set tire founda¬ 
tions for boosting the long-term 
growtlr"

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Two 
rai'e ABBA recordings along 
with clogs aird cltppings will 
go undei' tire hanrmer in Stock¬ 
holm nr August wlien a vast 
collection of memorabilia of 
the legendaiy Swedish pop 
group goes on sale, an auction 
house said Friday. 

The Stocklrolms Auk- 
tionsverk expects tire sale of 
the some 25,000 ABBA items 
on August 10 aird 11 to fetch 
some S30,000 kronor (95,000 
euros, $133,000). 

Among the rarities are two 
maxi singles tlrat ABBA 
recorded in Swedish but never 
released commercially 
"Hovas Vittne", made for tiietr 
manager Stig Atrderson's 5Dth 
biitlrday party in 19SI, of 
wlrich there exist around 200 
copies, aird "Saatrg till Go¬ 
er el", a song recorded for tireir 
record company assistairt Go- 
erel Hanser's 30tb hirtirday in 
1979, of which there are only 
some 50 copies. 

" Hovas Vittire" has an open¬ 
ing bid price of 35,000 kronor 
(3,S50 euros, $3,700), aird 
"SaairgtillGoerel" 15,000 kro¬ 
nor. 

"Those two records really 
starrd out in tire collection," 
auction curator Beata af Don- 
ner said. "The ABBA Collec¬ 
tion by Tiro mas Nor dm", the 
largest collection dedicated to 
the iconic disco gi'oup to be 
sold at auction, comprises ob¬ 
jects collected since 1974 
when ABBA burst onto tire in- 
temational scene wimiing the 


Eurovision contest with their 
song "Waterloo". 

Nordiii, an ABBA fan who 
was nine at the time, has since 
then collected rai'e items and 
unusual merchandise from 
around the world, such as 
ABBA clogs made exclusively 
for tire Amen can market, rai'e 
ABBAsoaps and dolls, alai'ge 
collection of clippings aud 
hooks, and original posters. 

"He has fantastic hooks of 
ABBA clippings fi'om 1974 
until today. ABBA's entourage 
didn't collect all tire clippings 
about the baud back then so 
these are really lurique, you 
cant get these air 5 ^here now. 
Everytinng is in clri'onological 
order," Af Donner said. 

Nordiir, who says ABBA's 
flamboyant stage costumes in¬ 
spired him to become a tailor, 
told newspaper Dageus Ny- 
heter tlrat his dream was ongi- 
nally to open his own ABBA 
museum.

Wednesday but Del Bosque 
said he had no concerns ah out 
die uneven turnaround 
"I'm not looking for ex¬ 
cuses," said Del Bosque, who 
has already led Spain to gloiy 
at the 301Q World Cup and 
tlie 3012 European Champi¬ 
onship . 

“It shouldn't be an excuse. 
It's a different match. We 
have 72 hours, others have a 
bit more, but we want to put on 
a good show. 

Midfielder Juan Mata, a sec¬ 
ond-half substitute, said 
Spain's efforts had left them 
"physically diminished", and 
captain Iker Casillas admitted

Maracana stadium. 

Spaiix who have never won 
the Confederations event, will 
go into action on the back of a 
record 29 matches unbeaten 
and seeking an unprecedented 
fourth consecutive VIctoiy in a 
major tournament after Euro 
20DS and 2D12 triumphs sand¬ 
wiched tlieir maiden World 
Cup success in 2010. 

Brazil meanwlule came into 
the tournament having 
dumped fonner coach Mano 
Mauezes for 2002 World Cup- 


winning handler Luiz Felipe 
S col an, despite the latter en- 
dunng some less tliau stellar 
recent spells in club football 
with Chelsea and Palmeiras. 

Since Scolari's return, tlie
